Tho incident caused a mild seu- 
satiou, aud was the talk of tho town. 

"The above despatch has been re- 
ceived in the regular press service, and 
has been imblished by the newspapers 
to wliief. it was sent. There is accord- 
ingly no reason lor doubting its truth 
or discri^diting any detail wUich it con- 
lains. Uraiiiing iben, that tlie incident 
oeeiirred as wo related, there is much 
reason, we conceive, wliy tiie matter 
should be laid before the department 
of justice at Ottawa and Mr. Martin 
be asked for an explanation, and if 
lie cannot— and Me fad to see huw be 
can — give a satisfactory reason for his 
attack upon this citizen of Xelsou, be 
should be severely reiiriiiianded. 

"Let us look at the case in point. IMr. 
\V. ii. Jones is a well-known and esti- 
mable citizen of IS'elsou, who has no 
objection to acting as a juror in ordin- 
ary cases, but wno, iu couiuion with 
iiiousands of nieii, included among 
Whom are some of the alitesi thinkers 
mid he-i inimls of our age, is opposed 
li> e:i|iiial punishment anil on eonsei- 
I'lilioiis grounds ri'fiises to have any 
loimiciioii w.th judicial eases wbieli 
may result in the death scuteuce be- 
ing pronounced. Uuliliug this view, 
Mr. Jones refuses to aqt as a juror 
in a murder trial. Uis title to so re- 
fuse has been admitted by the law, 
which cannot compel him, and does not 
wish to disiHite bis right to sticb free- 
ilinii of o.puiion and action. _Mr. Jns- 
tiei' Martin, however, in deliance uC the 
whole spirit of oitr constitution, has 
the temerity to go beyond the limits 
of [lis province as a jmlge ami assail 
from the bench a man over \yhoni he 
has no jurisdiction and who in every 
way is us competent as, perhaps inure 
eoiupeteut than, he is himself to form 
an (11)1111011 ou sucli matters ; with 
whose opinion at least, whether it be 
right or wrong, he lias nothing to do 
and no right lo interfere. Nor does 
he lend to his remarks a geni'i'al 
cliaracler, which might iiiiligale the 
grii-siies- of his olfence, lull ill llie 
most specilic aud personal manner in- 
sults and atteunjts to degrade the ob- 
ject of liis attack, accusing him of 
lios-cssiiig a diseased aud distorted 
mind. ,\n ordiiinry eonoeptiou of what 
is due one man ironi another ought 
to iiave preventeil Mr. Martin from 
eniployiug such language. 

•■r.iil it i- not simply ihe case of Mr. 
■ loiies whii'.i ileniamls that some action 
shad be taken ijy the department of 
justice. If this oiiirnge upon a repu- 
laoi" and uii'ifeiiding citizen bus oc- 
curred once, it niay_ occur again. It 
is, therefore, imperative, in defence of 
the ipriiiciide Avhich is seriously imper- 
illed, that .Ml'. Martin should be dis- 
ciplined. 

"Of -Ml'. .Martin's profound ability as 
a jurist wi. liave nothing whatever to 
say. (Jii liis jiidgiiiciils from tlie bench 
we have no eniuinenis to offer. This 
is a matter, however, in whicli he de- 
livered no e\ eatlieiira opinion, and if 
he transgresses tlie bouuUs of his au- 
thority he must e.\pcct to be treated 
as lie deserves. 

"Me liavo every respect for Mr. Mar- 
tin when he Is on the bench. Wo have 
for every judge who is exercising, and 
no douht very ably and skilfully exer- 
cising, the power Willi wliicii li" is ulol li- 
ed, r.iii when .Mr. .Martin leaves the 
lieiid, and div-!s niiiiselr of his purple 
rolie and hi- wig and steps out on tlie 
sii i'i'i \\ i; ii'L-anl him as a very coiii- 
inuupLaci.' inilividmil whose (ipiuioiis 
on uou-jud:cial mutters are entitled to 
very little, if indeed any, more respect 
or 'deference than thone of Tom, Dick 
Jind Harry.

laai) sUowiii.i; the situation of the AlseU, 
aud tliree piiotograplis. The article fol- 
]ows : 

Last ijiiiiiiiier a new placer \io\i\ tielil 
•was ilisrovered liv Dawsou Charley ami 
luree other liulia'ii^. 'i'liirt is known as 
tile Alsek dislricl, anil is jitiiuted in the 
.Noruiwest Territory oi: Canada, near the 
.Vlaska border. Vakuiat bay, Alaska, iri 
tiie nearest salt water harbor, being 
about oighly miles from the central sec- 
tion of the camp. The lirst gold was 
found last June on Ituby creek. Pros- 
aiects were louud running from 40 to DO 
cents to the pan. This aiscovery ]&,}^ 
jniles west of 'White Uorse on the White 
ll'ass & Yukon railroad. The iiewa be 
.<;aine circnliited early in .July nlon- the 
.uplier Yukon, and a stani[iede of oOO of 
OUU miners followed. As a result of this 
.".vploralion, numerous creeks draiuiug an 
area of over thirty miles stiUiire, were 
■.found to contain gold iu paying ([uan- 
Uities. 

Smith and party, of JIaines Jlission. 
Ala.'ika, discovered in October the rich- 
est pri)si)ects on streams they named 
ItuUiou and hjlieep creeks. They ure 
.about thirly^live miles southwest of 
J.iuby creek. .Small sluice boxes were 
.used on atuby and Bullion creeks a few 
-daj-s before tlie season closed. On the 
Jatter stream the i:ay streak, where ex- 
liosed, averaged about ten feet in thick- 
jiess; the width has not yet been deter- 
.luiiied. J.ocations have beeu recorded 
on ten creeks, with their tributaries, 
entering into Kluane (Ivloo-Anniej lake 
anil on eight creeks ruuniug into Kloo 
Jake. 

(Generally speaking, fi'oiu the many 
prospect.s found, the gold is coarse aud 
rough, ft is very darn in color, showing 
presence of impurities. The largest nug-

•ounce. Copper nuggets have been found 
on a number of these creeks. iMoro lloiit 
.quartz has been found in this new dis- 
trict than in any other placer camp in 
the north. .'J'here is an abundance of 
water aud lots ot graile on most oL these 
streams. .\. siillieieut <iiiaiitiiy of spruce 
limber of a fair ciuahiy can bi' secured 
ronveniently inr luiiiliL-r and ti.el. 

Owing to the dilUeuiiy in gentling in 
provisions la>l fall. \ery lu.ie ae>n;il 
iiiunng was ihme. 'I'hrec towr.sites have 
ijeen taken ui/, namely, Uuby City, 
.Uullion Citv and Sheep Camp. Uuby 
Ciiy will be the dislributiug centre this 
jcur for the district. The winter trail 
irom AVhito Uorso to this new settle- 
nieut was opened early in the season 
and a large amount of ireigUting has 
been done.
